State of Kansas got leave Monday 
from the Supreme Court to file 
an original suit against the United 
States government to 
recover 
each odd numbered section of 
land along the right of way of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railway in Indian Territory. 
Thus the Katy, for the State of 
aas is acting in behalf of the 
Katy, gets permission to attempt 
to prove its right to property 
valued at $50,000,000. Its claim 
comes by virtueof what is known 
as the Katy land grant, though 
the grant was originally made to 
the Union Pacific and acquired 
by the Katy when it purchased 
the Southern division of that 
road, 
It has been asserted that the 
grant was illegal and the road has 
has no right to tbs property it 
claims, but to prove that is the 


purpose of the suit which the 
State of Kansas will begin. 
Congress, when the Five Tribes 
bill was pending, tried to circum­ 
vent the railroad by enacting that 
the tribal government should con­ 
tinue in force indefinitely, for it 
was a condition of the land grant 
that the railroad should have no 
claim until the land should become 
part of the public domain, and 
it would not become public do­ 
main so loog as the title vested in 
the tribal governments. It was 
obviously the intention of Con 
gross after all allotment had been 
made the surplus should either be 
divided by the Indians or sold by 
their governments, which would, 
it was thought, defeat the pur­ 
pose of the railroads. The snit, 
even if it should be successful, 
will not result in disturbing any 
titles, aor will the Indians lose 
jib* United States government 
being the one that will .offer.

th e Principal Cause Is Said to Bi 
Excessive Nervous Expendi­ 
ture in Practice. 


To all appearances and according 
to the researches of those best capa­ 
ble of forming an opinion on the sub­ 
ject the nervous centers in one lateral 
half of the chameleon go on independ­ 
ently of those on the other, and It 
has two lateral centers of perception 
•-sensation and motion—besides 
the 
common one in which must reside 
the faculty of concentration, says th* 
Scientific American. 
The eyes move independently 
ol 
one another and convey separate im­ 
pressions to their respective centers 
of perception. 
The consequence 
is 
that when the animal is agitated it9 
movements resemble those of two ani­ 
mals or rather perhaps two halves of 
animals glued together. 
Each 
half 
wishes to go Its own way and there 
Is no concordance of action. 
The chameleon, therefore, 
is 
th* 
only four-legged vertebrate that Is un­ 
able to swim; It becomes so fright­ 
ened when dropped into water that 
all faculty of concentration Is lost 
and the creature tumbles about as ii 
in a state of intoxication. 
When a chameleon is undisturbed 
every impulse to motion is referred 
to the proper tribunal and the whole 
organism acts In accordance with its 
decrees. 
The chameleon, moreover, may b* 
fast asleep on one side 
and 
wide 
awake on the other. 
Cautiously ap 
proacned at night with a candle so ai 
not to awaken the whole animal at 
once, the eye turned toward the light 
will open, begin to move and the cor

plete relaxation in each week.

physician who 3ees his patients every 
day in the week. month after month, 
and cannot learn to forget them when 
he goes home. merely burns the candle 
at. both ends. 
He violates the law 
obeyed by every other animal, that there 
shall be short periods of moderate exer 
tion interrupted by longer periods 
o f 
rest when repairs are made. It 1b not too 
much work as a rule. but scattered work 
which prevents rest.

SPINSTERS AND WIDOWS. 


Ara Made the Special Objects of Pro­ 
vision of a Scituate, Massa­ 
chusetts, Fund. 


A veritable “old maids’ paradise” is 
located in Scituate. 
That 
ancient 
South Shore town bears the distinc­ 
tion of possessing a fund of which the 
proceeds are devoted to the care cf 
dependent maiden women. 
So far as the Scituate selectmen 
know, says the Boston Globe, there is 
not a life fund under the supervision 
of a town anywhere in 
the 
stat^. 
More than a quarter of a century ago 
Miss Eliza Jenkins decided that wom­ 
en approaching the sere and yellow 
leaf of life, who had, like herself, re­ 
mained single from choice or other 
wise, should be provided for 
when 
they became dependent wholly un -ii 
themselves. The idea of an old folks’ 
home In Scituate was at that time en­ 
tirely out of the question. Miss Jen­ 
kins straightway did the next 
best 
thing and left a fund of $3,000, the In­ 
terest of which is yearly distributed 
among the worthy maidens 
of 
the 
town. 
The Jenkins fund has always been 
in charge of the selectmen. 
In the 
last few years they have placed about 
$20 each in the hand3 of half a do^en 
persons. 
This odd fund has benefited 
persons in Scituate for so many years 
that the townspeople have come to re­ 
gard it as a very common institution: 
it is available only for 
native-born 
women, and this is about the only re­ 
striction its donor made. 
Many a person has been helped in 
the last 25 years to pay off a mort­ 
gage, buy fuel for the winter months 
or purchase seeds for the spring plant­ 
ing through this fund. 
The 
select­ 
men know pretty nearly every 
one 
in the town, and it is comparatively 
easy for them to discriminate between 
the worthy and unworthy. 
Soon after Miss Jenkins thoughtful­ 
ly provided for the “old maids,” an­ 
other maiden 
woman, 
Miss 
Lucy 
Thomas, originated the idea of a simi­ 
lar fund fa r widows. 
She left $1,000, 
also under the care of the selectmen, 
for native-born widows. 
Interest has 
been drawn from this fund nearly as 
many years as from the Jenkins fund. 


PIANOS WINTER KILLED. 


Sore 
Susceptible to Extreme Heat 
or Cold Than Human 
Beings. 


"‘Winter killing of pianos,” says ac 
expert tuner who has done work for 
Paderewski, Hoffman, Arthur Whiting 
and a host of other celebrated musi­ 
cians, “is something that most owners 
of musical instruments take no account 
of. Yet it is as serious as the winter 
killing of shrubbery and needs to be 
as carefully guarded against. 
“Especially since all the world has 
come to live In steam-heated houses 
and flats the busipess that the piano 
tuner ought to get, and often doesn’t 
has increased immensely. 
A piano is 
really more susceptible to excess of 
heat and lack of moisture than human 
beings are. 
“It is bad enough of course, that 
men and women will live all winter 
long in rooms at 80 degrees, with every 
particle of moisture baked out of the 
air. They naturally get colds and 
pneumonia from the experience. Mean­ 
time it’s just as fatal to the plana 


which cannot properly stand more 
than 72 degrees of the artificial heat 
“During the American closed season, 
as our English cousins like to call It 
hundreds of thousands of musical In­ 
struments go to rack and ruin. 
The 
moisture is dried out of the sounding 
board and all the other wooden parts 
which warp and twist and disastrous­ 
ly affect the action. 
“It is surprising, anyway, how negli­ 
gent people are in their treatment of 
instruments for which they pay a great 
deal, of money. 
There’s a lesson for 
the amateurs in 
the 
firmness 
with 
which professionals insist that their 
pianos shall be kept right up to the 
mark and not allowed to get out of or­ 
der in the slightest particular. 
“In a music school, too. the teachers 
have to be particular in having the In­ 
struments frequently attended to. Th#1 
pianos in the New England Conserva­ 
tory of Music, for example, are 
all 
tuned at least every five weeks.”

"See the sea gulls screaming soar," 
said aa alliterative passenger on 
a 
Staten Island ferryboat, according to 
the New York Press, one dark anc 
threatening morning as the boat ap­ 
proached the New York slip. 
"There's a storm outside," he con 
tinned, "and by the number of gulls 
which have come in out of tho wet I 
should say it was a corker." 
O w the Irregular basin formed by 
Governor's Island, the Brooklyn and 
the Manhattan shores, hundreds 
of 
gulls wort flying—now 
in 
straight 
lines, now in sweeping circles, now 
swooping down to the surface of the 
water, to rise again with flutter of 
Wings and a flinging of sprig. Over 
the funnels of the tugs, steamers sod 
ferryboats which always 
crowd 
tho 
waterway they flew, darting down be­ 
tween the gliding hulls and calling 
to each other now and then with harsh 
cries. 
There were gray 
gulls 
and 
white ones, big ones and little ones and 
the misty air palpitated with the rush 
and beat of their wings. They seemed 
as much at home and as devoid of 
fear as if they had been flying along 
some lonely Jersey beach or circling 
over the lonely headland of Montauk 
The screech of a steam whistle close 
to the wings of a shooting bird did 
not seem to startle him in the least 
and as to the roar of the millions of the 
great city which sounded around them 
—perhaps it sounded to them like the 
roar of the ocean and made them feel 
at home. 
"Always, when a storm comes up out­ 
side,” said the Staten Islander, “the 
gulls come in here in advance of it. 
The storm from which these gulls are 
now seeking shelter may be miles off 
the coast, but they 
have 
seen 
or 
smelled the vanguard of it and like 
good and cautious mariners have put 
for the port. They may have traveled 
hundreds of miles since daybreak to 
get here and the storm from which 
they fie# may pass off to the eastward 
and not strike the city. But when you 
see the gulls you can bet there is 
something doing on the great Atlantic. 
"This is a larger flock than one gen­ 
erally sees here, but I will wager that* 
most, if not all, of them have been 
here before. 
These flocks of gulls 
form each little communities, as you 
know if you have ever dwelt along the 
seashore. Each flock is one big fami­ 
ly and, as they have their own nest­ 
ing place along the shore, so they have 
their own coves and bays where they 
seek shelter from the storms. 
The 
reason the flock seen between 
Gov­ 
ernor’s Island and the Battery varies 
in size from time to time is that, un­ 
less the storm is very 
severe, 
the 
tough old birds stay out and send in 
the younger and frailer ones. 
Of all 
the unnumbered flocks of sea gulls 
that scream along the shores of the 
seven seas, I doubt if any has such 
a unique harbor of refuge as the one 
which, when the storms lash the At­ 
lantic into rage, seeks haven within 
a mile of the geographical center of 
Greater New York, where the towering 
crags of the skyscrapers protect them 
from the fury of the northeast wind." 


BRAND OF TAILLESS PIG. 


Pioneer of Montana Recalls a Feat 
of 
Sharpshooting 
in 
the 
Early Bays. 


Looking over a brand register the 
other day reminded me of an 'event 
which occurred at Fort Benton 
in 
1866,” said the Montana pioneer to a 
group of 
friends at Helena. 
‘The 
story serves to illustrate two things— 
first, the unerring accuracy of Al. B. 
Hamilton’s aim. and again the expe­ 
dients that are resorted to in order 
to procure an original brand. 
“Hamilton was the first justice of 
the peace in northern Montana. His 
commission 
was 
issued 
by 
Gen. 
Thomas Francis Meagher, the leader 
of the famous civil war Irish brigade, 
who was then acting as governor of 
the territory of Montana. 
Hamilton 
had charge of the American Fur com­ 
pany's post at Fort Benton, and the 
feat to which I shall refer may have 
had something to do with his election 
as sheriff of Chouteau county in later 
years. 
“I have heard of cattlemen using a 
frying-pan, railroad fish plates and 
other unusual shapes in 
metals aa 
branding irons, but, after all, I think 
Hamilton’s was perhaps the most orig­ 
inal. 
The company by which 
Hamilton 
was employed had about 35 head of 
hogs that were continually getting 
mixed up with the porkers belonging 
to others, and he determined to put 
a brand upon his animals that would 
prevent any chance of mistaken iden­ 
tity. 
“W ith some little difficulty Hamil­ 
ton got all the company’s hogs in an 
inclosure, went to the office, secured 
his .44 revolver and 
a supply cf 
cartridges and seated himself on the 
fence surrounding the pigs. Without 
getting closer than ten feet to a 
siniglt one of the animals, Hamilton 
in the course of perhaps 15 minutes 
had shot the tail from each. 
He did 
not waste more than half a 
dozen 
shots in doing it, nor was a single 
hog injured, save that its tail had 
been dipped off clean. That feat gave 
him the title of champion shot of tbs 
territory."

london.—Some 
surprising 
revela­ 
tions are likely to result from the 
investigations of the baronetage com­ 
mittee which has just settled 
down 
to work under the chairmanship of the 
earl of Pembroke. 
Its main object is 
to rid the order of spurious claimants 
to the dignity and 
establish 
some 
form of legal procedure by which such 
impostures can be prevented in future. 
Genuine baronets welcome the in­ 
vestigation. 
They want to be “sat 
upon.” 
They have been agitating for 
>ears for an official inquiry into their 
status. 
It is not to be wondered at 
in view of the amazing fact that there 
Is really nothing to prevent anybody 
from adopting the style of baronet. 
According to the officials of the col­ 
lege of heraldry it is open to any man 
to look upon an extinct baronftcy of 
his own name—or make his own name 
fit a lapsed title—and flaunt his spuri­ 
ous title 
before 
an 
unquestioning 
world. 
There are substantial advan­ 
tages to be gained from it. 
Shopkeep­ 
ers give longer credit to a name that 
carries the prefiex “Sir” than to one 
unadorned. 
Snobs do homage to it. 
The title will carry a man far even 
in America and in the matrimonial 
fishponds where heiresses are angled 
for it makes excellent bait. 
In fact, 
society across the water is just as 
much interested in the suppression of 
bogus baronets as society here. 
Those who have studied the 
sub­ 
ject assert that on the existing roll 
of baronets—which numbers about a 
thousand—there are something 
like 
fourscore pretenders, who can easily 
be spotted. 
It is probable that there 
are at least as many more 
whose 
claims will not stand investigation. 
Baronetcies were first established by 
James I. to raise money. 
To avoid 
overstocking the market with 
them 
and cheapening their price, he under­ 
took to limit their number to 
200. 
But his successors did not 
consider 
themselves bound by his pledge. 
It 
was not originally intended that the 
dignity should be hereditary and no 
method was prescribed for the regula­ 
tion of descent.

Pittsburg, Pa.—A. Bion Boggs, fa­ 
mous as a detector of shoplifters and 
counterfeit money, is dead at his home 
in Ben Avon. He was the senior mem­ 
ber of the firm ot Boggs & Buhl, in Al­ 
legheny. 
Scores of crooks who are 
now “doing time” owe their conviction 
to him.

A blundering 
clerk admitted that the bill had been 
sent out to be tested. 
The woman 
flew into a rage. 
She would not be 
so insulted. 
She would have her bill 
back, and they might keep the coat, 
in vain Mr. Boggs tried to pacify her. 
She got her $1,000 back and Hounded 
out to her carriage in tears. 
An hour later she returned. 
She 
would take the coat because she could 
not find another to fit her, but she 
would never, no, never, enter

store again. 
Mr. Boggs was all atten­ 
tion, and when she handed him 
a 
$1,000 bill, he passed it up to the cash­ 
ier with an injunction to hurry.

INDIANS AND IRRIGATION. 


M any of the Reds Employed by Gov­ 
ernm ent on W estern Canals 
and Danis. 


W ashington.—On several of the big 
government irrigation 
projects 
now 
under construction pains have been 
taken to give employment to large 
numbers of Indians living near the 
works. 
In 
connection 
with 
every 
project the government finds it neces­ 
sary to undertake more or less road 
building, and it is principally on this 
work that the Indians are employed. 
Others, more 
accustomed 
to 
labor, 
have employment on the canals and 
at the dam sites. 
In this way they 
are enabled to earn a living and to 
fit themselves to become self-support­ 
ing when the government moves from 
the field and they are thrown on their 
own resources. 
In Arizona several hundred Apache 
Indians are now employed 
in 
road 
building and on other works connect­ 
ed with the irrigation system. 
When 
this project is completed and the lands 
are taken up by settlers, the Indians, 
or many of them, will be able to find 
employment with the settlers, as there 
Is much work to be done before the 
irrigated lands are 
converted 
into 
productive fields. 
In Montana 
many 
more Indians are at work on the Milk 
-river project, and later, when the gov­ 
ernment begins construction 
in the 
Klam ath basin, employment will 
be 
given to all Klamath Indians who de­ 
sire to make from $1 to $2 a day. 
Possibly better pay will be granted to 
those who are 
competent 
to 
earn 
more.

POISON IN RARE WOOD. 


Furniture W orkers Made 111 by Ma­ 
terial Im ported from the 
Philippines. 


New York.—So strange an effect has 
a rare wood brought from the Philip­ 
pines to a Cambridge furniture factory, 
had on the employes that 20 or 30 have 
been made ill. 
A special order of 15,- 
000 feet of the wood was imported 
to be made into furniture for a ^ew 
York millionaire, who was to use it 
in his home in Buffalo. 
The million­ 
aire has since died. 
Those poisoned had inhaled the dust 
or their hands had come in contact 
with the wood. Its effect was asthmat- 
ice, and a very irritating rash broke 
out on the arms or wherever there was 
perspiration. 
The wood, known as tonquin, is dark 
in color, and resembles dark English 
oak, with nearly the same grain, and 
is full of beautiful figures which sparkle 
in places like silver when placed under 
a strong light. 


Restored by Storm. 
For 22 years a woman of Utica, N. 
Y., had been paralyzed, unable 
to 
leave her room. 
One night, when she 
happened to be alone in the house, a 
fierce storm broke. 
The poor woman 
was terrified by the thunder and the 
blinding glare of the lightning. 
With 
an effort of which no one had be- 
lived her capable, she struggled from 
her bed and to the house of a neighbor. 
Barely had she reached safety when 
the place she had just left was struck 
by lightning. 
The room in which she 
had lived so long was rent in two, 
and everything in it wras burned 
or 
smashed. 
Power ot locomotion had 
been restored to the cripple just in 
time to save her life. 


Chicago.—The movement started out 
west to persuade easterners to visit the 
natural wonders of their own coun­ 
try, instead of going 
to Europe 
to 
spend 
their 
vacations, 
is 
gaining 
strength, according to reports received 
from beyond the Mississippi. 
“See 
Europe if you will, but see America 
first, 
has been adopted as the motto 
of the “See America First” league, 
which advances the doctrine that citi­ 
zens of the United States should visit 
the 
Thousand 
Islands, Niagara, the 
Rockies, the Yosemite, the Yellowstone 
and other beauty spots in the United 
States before they go abroad to do the 
Rhine, the Alps and 
the 
Scottish 
lakes. 
The league declares that its pur 
pose is purely patriotic. 
One of the 
arguments it advances is the desir­ 
ability of retaining in this country 
the large amount ot money spent each 
year by Americans in European travel 
Last year such expenditures are said 
to have amounted to $200,000,000. 
The financial objection to vacations 
in Europe is, however, 
represented 
as incidental. 
It is a mistake, say 
the organizers of the league, to permit 
children to get the idea that all the 
beauty spots are on the farther side 
of the Atlantic; that their native coun­ 
try has eminence only in commercial 
and political lines. The children should 
be taught, they argue, that Nature was 
as generous in supplying America with 
fine scenery as in equipping any other 
country, with the mental capacity to 
cope with foreigners in the affairs of 
the world. 
Nor is this lesson to be taught to 
the children alone. 
That some people 
in the east believe that the 
Alle­ 
ghenies stand near the barrier m ark­ 
ing the western limit of civilization, 
and that beyond Chicago the cowboy 
and the Indian vie with each other 
in imperiling the life of the occasional 
traveler, is a mighty thorn in the flesh 
of the westerner. 
The argument is 
advanced that Americans 
generally 
will be broader and better when they 
have cultivated a better acquaintance 
with one another; when the Kansas 
man forms the habit of paying visits 
to New York, and when the New 
Englander sees Colorado occasionally 
The league does 
not 
contemplate 
community or special advertising. That 
its purpose is not mercenary is shown 
by the character of the men who are 
taking an active interest in the work 
that is proposed.

City. 
The first conference held in 
Salt 
Lake City, in January, was attended 
by delegates from 15 states. Those who 
were present are now organizing sub 
ordinate leagues in their home states. 
I he 
men behind 
the 
movement 
ha\e no idea that it will be possible 
to keep people from going to Europe 
if they want to, nor do they pro 
pose to catch the intending tourist by 
the throat and drag him to the west, 
but they do propose to put the thought 
which lies at the base of the move­ 
ment before the American people that 
they will grow to consider it a public, 
patriotic, and, indeed, a selfish duty to 
see first all they can of their native 
land before searching out the attrac­ 
tions of foreign countries.

DOCTORS WHO_DIEn EARLY, 


The Principal Cause Is Said to Be 


Excessive Nervous Expendi- 


ture in Practice. 


The diseases which claim the most 


victims among physicians relatively to 
all males are gout and diabetes, an'd 
there la a high relative mortality from 
diseases of the\ nervous system, clrcula 
tory^ystem and kidneys, says, American 
Medicine. 


From' the nature of his habits the 


physician is not subject to accidents, 
and, though he Js brought into contact 
with Infection to a greater extant than 
other men, his preventive means are suc- 
cessful and his mortality from infection 
is very low. Freedom from prolonged 
muscular strains and high blood ten- 
sion apparently saves him from arterio- 
sclerosis, but suicide claims many, s«w» 
•o_da.jtaa drug habits acquired by (&• 
nervously exhausted. It has been said 
that three-fourths of French morphine 
users are physicians. 


The cause of the physician's early 


death Is evidently the excessive nervous 
expenditure, Insufficient rest and defec- 
tive nutrition, inseparable from his call- 
ing, with Its broken and restricted sleep, 
irregular hours of work, rest and meals, 
the worry when lives depend upon his 
judgment and th$ lack of a day of com- 
plete relaxation In each week. 
The 


physician who sees/his patients every 
day in the week month after month 
and cannot learn to forget them when 
he goes home, merely burns the candle 
at both ends He violates the law 
obeyed by every other animal, that there 
shall be short periods of moderate exer 
tlon interrupted by longer periods of 
rest when repairs are made It is not too 
much work as a rule but scattered work 
which prevents rest.

There were gray gulls and 


white ones, big ones and little ones and 
the misty air palpitated with the rush 
and beat of their wings. They seemed 
as much at home and as devoid of 
fear as if they had been flying along 
soine lonely Jersey beach or circling 
over the lonely headland of Montauk. 
The screech of a steam wbistle close 
to the wings of a shooting bird did 
not seem to startle him In the least 
and as to the roar of the millions of the 
great city which sounded around them 
—perhaps it sounded to them like the 
roar of the ocean and made them feel 
at home. 


"Always, when a storm comes up out- 


side," said the Staten Islander, "the 
gulls come in here in advance of it. 
The storm from which these gulls are 
now seeking shelter may be miles off 
the coast, but they 
have 
seen or 


smelled the vanguard of it and like 
good aad cautious mariners have put 
for the port. They may have traveled 
hundreds of miles since daybreak to 
get here and the storm from which 
they flee may pass off to the eastward 
and not strike the city. But when you 
see the gulls you can bet there Is 
something doing on the great Atlantic. 


"This is a larger flock than me gen- 


erally sees here, but 1 will wager that* 
moat, if aot all, of them have been 
here before. 
These flocks of gulls 


form each little communities, as you 
know if you have eve? dwelt along the 
seashore. Bach nook is one big fami- 
ly and, as they have their own nest' 
Ing place along the shore, so they have 
tbelr own coves and bays where they 
seek shelter from the storms. 
The 


reason the flock seen between 
Gov- 


ernor's Island and the Battery varies 
in size from time to time is that, un- 
less the storm is very severe, the 
tough old birds stay out and send in 
the younger and frailer ones. Of all 
the unnumbered flocks of sea gulls 
that scream along the shores of the 
seven seas, I doubt If any has such 
a unique harbor of refuge as the ene 
which, when the storms lash the At- 
lantic into rage, seeks haven within 
a mile of the .geographical center of 
Greater New York, where the towering 
crags of the skyscrapers protect them 
from the fury of the northeast wind."

fence surrounding the pigs. Without 
getting closer than ten feet to a 
sinigle one of the animals, Hamilton 
in the course of perhaps 15 minute* 
bad ehot the tall from each. 
He did 


not waste more than half a 
doaen 


shots in doing it, nor was a singl* 
hog injured, save that Its tall had 
been clipped off clean. That teat gave 
him the title of champion shot of the 
territory.*

London.—Some surprising

mittee which has Just settled down 
to work under the chairmanship of the 
earl of Pembroke. Its main object is 
to rid the order of spurious claimants 
to the dignity and establish 
some 


form of legal procedure by which such 
impostures can be prevented In future. 


Genuine baronets welcome the In- 


vestigation. 
They want to be "sat 


upon." They have been agitating for 
years for an official inquiry into their 
status. 
It is not to be wondered at 


In view of the amazing fact that there 
is really nothing to prevent anybody 
from adopting the style of baronet. 


According to the officials of the col- 


lege of heraldry it is open to any man 
to took upon an extinct baronetcy of 
his own name—or make his own name 
flt a lapsed title—and flaunt his spuri- 
ous title 
before 
an unquestioning 


world. There are substantial advan- 
tages to be gained from It. Shopkeep- 
ers give longer credit to a name that 
carries the preflex "Sir" than to one 
unadorned. 
Snobs do homage to It. 


The title will carry a man far even 
in America and in the matrimonial 
fishponds where heiresses are angled 
for It makes excellent bait. 
In fact, 


society across the water is just as 
much interested in the suppression of 
bogus baronets as society here. 


Those who have studied the sub- 


ject assert that on the existing roll 
of baronets—which numbers about a 
thousand—there are something like 
fourscore pretenders, who can easily 
be spotted.

INDIANS AND IRRIGATION. 


Many of the Beda Employed by Gov- 


ernment on Western Canals 


and Dams. 


Washington.—On several of the big 


government Irrigation projects 
now 


tinder construction pains have been 
taken to give employment to large 
numbers of Indians living near the 
•works. 
In 
connection with 
every 


project the government finds It neces- 
sary to undertake more or less road 
building, and it is principally on this 
•work that the Indians are employed. 
Others, more accustomed to labor, 
have employment on the canals and 
at the dam sites. In this way they 
are enabled to earn a living and to 
fit themselves to become self-support- 
Ing when the government moves from 
the field and they are thrown on their 
own resources. 


In Arizona several hundred Apache 


Indians are now employed in 
road 


building and on other works connect- 
ed with the irrigation system. When 
this project is completed and the lands 
are taken up by settlers, the Indians, 
or many of them, will be able to find 
employment with the settlers, as there 
is much work to be done before the 
Irrigated lands are 
converted 
Into 


productive fields. In Montana many 
more Indians are at work on the Milk 
Driver project, and later, when the gov- 
ernment begins construction 
In the 


Klamath basin, employment will be 
given to all Klamath Indians who de- 
sire to make from $1 to $2 a day 
Possibly better pay will be granted to 
those who are

Chicago.—The movement started out 


west to persuade easterners to visit the 
natural wonders of their own coun- 
try, Instead of going to Europe 
to 


spend 
their vacations, is 
gaining 


strength, according to reports received 
from beyond the Mississippi. 
"See 


Europe if you will, but see America 
first," has been adopted aa the motto 
of the "See America First" league, 
which advances the doctrine that citi- 
zens of the United States should visit 
the Thousand Islands, Niagara, the 
Rockies, the Yosemite, the Yellowstone 
and other beauty spots in the United 
States before they go abroad to do the 
Rhine, the Alps and 
the 
Scottish 


lakes. 


The league declares that its pur- 


pose is purely patriotic. 
One of the 


arguments it advances is the desir- 
ability of retaining in this country 
the large amount ot money spent each 
year by Americans in European travel. 
Last year such expenditures are said 
to have amounted to $200,000,000. 


The financial objection to vacations 


in Europe is, however, represented 
as incidental. 
It is a mistake, say 


the organizers of the league, to permit 
children to get the idea that all the 
beauty spots are on the farther side 
of the Atlantic; that their native coun- 
try has eminence only in commercial 
and political lines. The children should 
be taught, they argue, that Nature was 
as generous in supplying America with 
fine scenery as in equipping any other 
country, with the mental capacity to 
cope with foreigners in the affairs of 
the world. 


Nor is this lesson to be taught to 


That some people 
in the east believe that the

BIRD CHORUS IN CHURCH. 


Fifteen Hundred Sparrows Take Part 


In the Services on 


Sunday. 
, . j 


Philadelphia.—It is not every church 


that can have a bird chorus in addi- 
tion to Its regular choir and its con- 
gregational singing. While it cannot 
be said that Bethany temple, at Fifty- 
fourth and Spruce streets, enjoyf^his 
distinction, yet It is true, nevertheless, 
that the services are accompanied by 
the singing of 1,600 English sparrows. 


It was while the windows were be- 


ing put in place and after tbe roof 
had been completed that the 
birds 


made their Ingress to the church. The ' 
workmen paid little attention to them, 
thinking they would go out as they 
came, but the birds are still there and 
their presence causes no little worri- 
ment to the officers of tbe church. 


They nest up on the big joists that 


brace the roof and during the day fly 
about tbe church, keeping up a con- 
tinual twitter. 


Were it not necessary to open the 


windows occasionally to ventilate the 
edifice the birds might be starved out. 
but this seems 
to 
be Impossible. 


Every time a window is opened 20 or 
30 fly out and go in search of food. 
If the windows are all closed when 
they return they wait another oppor- 
tunity to reenter. 


Evening services are 
never 
dis- 


turbed, for the birds have then gone 
to nest, and the church singing evi- 
dently does not arouse them. 


It is while prayer is being offered 


or a sermon preached that the real 
annoyance comes. The speaker has to 
talk continuously against a twittering 
chorus. 


Last week the engineer planned to 


drive the birds out by burning sul- 
phur.

Tbe tribe has been called to- 
gether by the chiefs and plans will be 
discussed to render them Indian citi- 
zens, like other tribest so that allot- 
ments of land may be made to them.

KANSAS PERMITTED TO 


SUE IN DEHALF OF KATY 


Washington, 
May 22.—The 


State of Kansas got leave Monday 
from the Supreme Court to file 
an original suit against the United 
States government to recover 
each odd numbered section of 
land along the right of way of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railway in Indian Territory.

Kansas is acting in behalf of the 
Katy, gets permission to attempt 
to prove its right to property 
veined at $50,000,000.

Congress, when the Five Tribes 


bill was pending, tried to cir cum 
vent the railroad by enacting that 
the tribalgoveromeut should con 
tinue in force indefinitely, for 'it 
was a condition of the land grant 
that the railroad should have no 
claim until the Jand should become 
a part of the public domain, and 
it* would not become public do- 
main so-long as the title vested in 
the tribal governments, it was 
obviously the intention of Con- 
gress after all allotment bad been 
made the surplus should either be 
divided by the Indians or sold by 
their governments, which would, 
it was thought, defeat the pur- 
pose of the railroads. The suit, 
even if it should be successful, 
will not result in disturbing aajr 
title*, nor will the Indians lose, 
the United States government 
beinjtfaeoae that will aufer.

INVASION OF SEA CULLS. 
flie Immense Hock That Begolarly 


Takes Befuge in New York 


Harbor. 
• 


"See the •••> gulls screaming soar,1 


Mid an alliterative passenger on 
i 


Staten Island ferryboat, according to 
the New York Press, one dark and 
threatening morning as the boat ap- 
proached the New York allp. 


"There's a storm outside/' be con* 


tinned, "and' by the number of gulls 
which have come'in out of the wet I 
should say it was a corker." 


Over the Irregular basin formed by 


Governor's Island, the Brooklyn and 
the Manhattan shores, hundreds 
of 


gulls wen flying—now in straight 
lines, aow in sweeping circles, now 
swooping down to the surtaoe of the 
tutor, to; rise again with flutter of 
•wings and a flinging of spray. O 
the funnels of the tugs, steaaen and 
ferryboats which always crowd the 
waterway they flew,, darting down be- 
tween the gliding hulls and calling 
to each other now and then with harsh 
criea There were gray 
gulls and 


white ones, big ones and little ones and 
the misty air palpitated with the rush 
and beat of their wings. They seemed 
as much at home and as devoid of 
fear as if they had been flying along 
soine lonely Jersey beach or circling 
over the lonely headland of Montauk. 
The screech of a steam whistle close 
to the wings of a shooting bird did 
not seem to startle him in the least 
and as to the roar of the millions of the 
great city which sounded around them 
—perhaps it sounded to them like the 
roar of the ocean and made them feel 
at home. 


"Always, when a storm comes up out- 


side," said the Staten Islander, "the 
gulls come in here in advance of it. 
The storm from which these gulls are 
now seeking shelter may be miles, off 
the coast, but they 
have seen or 


smelled the vanguard of it and like 
good aad cautious mariners have put 
for the port. They may have traveled 
hundreds of miles since daybreak to 
get here and the storm from which 
they flee may pass-off to the eastward 
and not strike the city. But when you 
see the gulls you can bet there is 
something doing on the great Atlantic. 


"This is a larger flock than me gen- 


erally sees here, but I will wager that' 
moat, if aot all, of them nave been 
here before. 
These flocks of gulls 


form each little communities, as you 
know if you have eve? dwelt along the 
seashore. Bach flook is one big fami- 
ly and, as they have their own nest' 
tng place along the shore, so they have 
their own coves and bays where they 
seek shelter from the storms. 
The 


reason the flock seen between 
Gov- 


ernor's Island and the Battery varies 
in size from time to time Is that, un- 
less the storm is very severe, the 
tough old birds stay out and send in 
the younger and frailer ones. Of all 
the unnumbered nocks of sea gulls 
that scream along the shores of the 
seven seas, I doubt if any has such 
a unique harbor of refuge as the one 
which, when the storms lash the At- 
lantic into rage, seeks haven within 
a mile of the .geographical center of 
Greater New York, where the towering 
crags of the skyscrapers protect them 
from the fury of the northeast wind."

Pioneer of Montana Recalls a Feat

"Hamilton was the first Justice of 


the peace in northern Montana. His 
commiision was issued 
by Gen. 


Thomas Francis Meagher, the leader 
of the famous civil war Irish brigade, 
who was then acting as governor of 
the territory of Montana. 
Hamilton 


had charge of the American Fur com- 
pany's post at Fort Benton, and the 
feat to which I shall refer may have 
had something to do with his election 
as sheriff of Chouteau county in {later 
years. 
' 


"I have heard of cattlemen ustn« a 


frying-pan, railroad flsh plates and 
other unusual shapes in metals as 
branding irons, but, after all, t think 
Hamilton's was perhaps the mok orig- 
inal. 
! 


The company by which 
Hamilton 


was employed had about 35 head of 
hogs that were continually getting 
mixed up with the porkers belonging 
to others, and he determined to put 
a brand upon, his animals that would 
prevent any chance of mistaken idea' 
tity. 
"With some little difficulty Hamil- 


ton got all the company's hogs in an 
inclosure, went to the office, secured 
his .44 revolver and 
a supply cf 


cartridges and seated himself on the 
fence surrounding the pigs. Without 
getting closer than ten feet to a 
sinigle one of the animals, Hamilton 
in the course of perhaps 15 minute* 
had ehot the tail from each. He did 
not waste more than half a 
dozen 
shots in doing it, nor was a singl* 
hog injured, save that Its tail bad 
been clipped off clean. That feat gave 
him the title of champion shot of tfce 
territory."

London.—Some surprising 
revela- 


tions are likely to result from the 
investigations of the baronetage com- 
mittee which has Just settled down 
to work under the chairmanship of the 
earl of Pembroke. Its main object is 
to rid the order of spurious claimants 
to the dignity and establish 
some 


form of legal procedure by which such 
impostures can be prevented in future. 


Genuine baronets welcome the In- 


vestigation. 
They want to be "sat 


upon." They have been agitating for 
years for an official inquiry into their 
status. 
It is not to be wondered at 


in view of the amazing fact that there 
is really nothing to prevent anybody 
from adopting the style of baronet. 


According to the officials of the col- 


lege of heraldry it Is open to any man 
to took upon an extinct baronetcy of 
his own name—or make his own name 
fit a lapsed title—and flaunt his spuri- 
ous title 
before 
an 
unquestioning 


world. 
There are substantial advan- 
tages to be gained from It. Shopkeep- 
ers give longer credit to a name that 
carries the preflex "Sir" than to one 
unadorned. 
Snobs do homage to it. 


The title will carry a man far even 
In America and In the matrimonial 
fishponds where heiresses are angled 
for It makes excellent bait. 
In fact, 


society across the water is Just as 
much interested in the suppression of 
bogus baronets as society here. 


Those who have studied the sub- 


ject assert that on the existing roll 
of baronets—which numbers about a 
thousand—there are something 
like 


fourscore pretenders, who can easily 
be spotted. It is probable that there 
are at least as many more whose 
claims will not stand investigation 


Baronetcies were first established by 


James I. to raise money. To avoid 
overstocking the market with 
them 


and cheapening their price, he under- 
took to limit their number to 200. 
But his successors did not consider 
themselves bound by his pledge. 
It 


was not originally intended that the 
dignity should be hereditary and no 
method was prescribed for the regula- 
tion of descent. 


The college of arms 
investigates 


such claims as are submitted to them, 
and 
If everything is found satisfac- ^ 


tory, grants the applicant what

tantamount to a certificate that he Is 
a genuine, simon-pure baronet. 
But 


they have no power to compel

ly these give the institution a wide 
berth.

A blundering 


clerk admitted that the bill had been 
sent out to be tested. 
The woman 


flew Into a rage. 
She would not be 


so Insulted 
She would have her bil 


back, and they might keep the coat. 
In vain Mr. Boggs tried to pacify her 
She got her $1,000 back and Hounded 
out to her carriage in tears. 


An hour later she returned.

would take the coat because she could 
not find another to fit her, but she

INDIANS AND IRRIGATION. 


Many of the Beds Employed by Gov- 


ernment on Western Canals 


and Dams. 


Washington.—On several of the big 


government Irrigation 
projects 
now 


tinder construction pains have been 
taken to give employment to large 
numbers of Indians living near the 
works. 
In 
connection with 
every 


project the government finds it neces- 
sary to undertake more or less road 
building, and tt is principally on this 
work that the Indians are employed. 
Others, more accustomed to labor, 
have employ ment on the canals and 
at the dam sites. In this way they 
are enabled to earn a living and to 
fit themselves to become self-support- 
ing when the government moves from 
the field and they are thrown on their 
own resources. 


In Arizona several hundred Apache 


Indians are now employed in 
road 


building and on other works connect- 
ed with the irrigation system. When 
this project is completed and the lands 
are taken up by settlers, the Indians, 
or many of them, will be able to find 
employment with the settlers, as there 
Is much work to be done before the 
irrigated lands are 
converted 
into 


productive fields. In Montana many 
more Indians are at work on the Milk 
Driver project, and later, when the gov- 
ernment begins construction 
in the 


Klamath basin, employment will be 
given to all Klamath Indians who de- 
sire to make from $1 to $2 a day 
Possibly better pay will be granted to 
those who are 
competent to earn 


more.

POISON IN RARE WOOD. 


Furniture Workers Made HI by Ma- 


terial Imported from the 


Philippines. 


New York.—So strange an effect has 


a rare wood brought from the Philip- 
pines to a Cambridge furniture factory, 
had on the employes that 20 or 30 have 
been made ill. A special order of 15,- 
000 feet of the wood was Imported 
to be made into furniture for a iiew 
York millionaire, who was to use it 
in his home in Buffalo.

Those poisoned had inhaled the duat 


or their hands had come in contact 
with the wood. Its effect was asthmat- 
ice, and a very irritating rash broke 
out on the arms or wherever there was 
perspiration.

strength, according to reports receivec 
from, beyond the Mississippi. 
"See 


Europe if you will, but see America 
first," has been adopted as the motto 
of the "See America First" league 
which advances the doctrine that citl 
zens of the United States should vlsi 
the Thousand 
Islands, Niagara, the 


Rockies, the Yosemlte, the Yellowstone 
and other beauty spots in the United 
States before they go abroad to do the 
Rhine, the Alps and 
the 
Scottish 


lakes. 


The league declares that its pur 


pose is purely patriotic. 
One ot the 


arguments it advances is the desir- 
ability of retaining in this country 
the large amount of money spent each 
year by Americans in European travel 
Last year such expenditures are said 
to have amounted to $200,000,000. 


The financial objection to vacations 


in Europe is, however, 
represented 


as Incidental. 
It is a mistake, say 


the organizers of the league, to permi 
children to get the idea that all the 
beauty spots are on the farther side 
of the Atlantic; that their native coun- 
try has eminence only in oommercia 
and political lines. The children should 
be taught, they argue, that Nature was 
as generous in supplying America with 
fine scenery as in equipping any other 
country, with the mental capacity to 
cope with foreigners in the affairs of 
the world. 


Nor is this lesson to be taught to 


the children alone. 
That some people 


in the east believe that the 
Alle- 


ghenles stand near the barrier mark- 
ing the western limit of civilization, 
and that beyond Chicago the cowboy 
and the Indian vie with each other 
in imperiling the life of the occasional 
traveler, Is a mighty thorn in the flesh 
of the westerner. 
The argument is 


advanced that Americans 
generally 


will be broader and better when they 
have cultivated a better acquaintance 
with one another; when the Kansas 
man forms the habit of paying visits 
to New York, and when the New 
Bnglander sees Colorado occasionally

Mexico. 


Lawton, Okla. — Toklennen,

Apache Indian, who was chosen 
a 


month ago by his tribe and the gov- 
ernment officials to investigate the 
country in New Mexico and Arizona 
and seek new quarters for the Apaches, 
has returned and is very much dis- 
heartened 
at 
the prospects of the 


transfer. 
He says the military officers 


at Hot Springs, N. M., and San Carlos, 
Ariz., treated him very 
coolly, and 


were not at all favorable to the Apaches 
being taken there. 
He was unable to 


find adequate land for the demands of 
the tribe in one tract, 32,000 acres be- 
ing necessary. 


The younger members of the tribe, 


who were not born when the Apaches 
held their great mass of land, are much 
distressed to think they have to re- 
main prisoners of war all the rest of 
their days because of their ancestors 
crimes. The tribe has been called to- 
gether by the chiefs and plans will be 
discussed to render them Indian citi- 
zens, like other tribes, so that allot- 
ments of land may be made to them.
